THAT MYSTERIOUS V0I0E. 


T h e T i m e l y 'W a r n lu g R e c e iv e d b y a 
B a llm l Mnperlwfc a d e n t. 
From the Hartford Times, 
I met Mr. William D. Hilton, ol Provi­ 
dence, the other day. Ile used to be Su­ 
perintendent of the Providence and Wor 
coster Railroad, and.be toll me some rather 
odd experiences of his own, which be 
gave me free 
permission 
to publish. I 
hardly remember how the conversation 
drifted from business to Spiritualism, bot 
it ac happened; and 
with 
considerable 
animation, Mr. Hilton 
advocated 
his 
personal beliefs and opinions, founded, as 
as he declared, upaatbe testimony ot his 
own ears and eyes; 
Believing that any 
stories ot the phenomena of Spiritualism 
which are authentic to far as the undonbt 
cd veracity of the 'narrator is concerned, 
will prove interesting {to your readers, I 
give you, aa exactly as is possible, a tran­ 
script of this rather extraordinary conver­ 
sation : “I think the 
most remarkable 
instance of supernatural interference for 
the benefit of 
humanity, which I have 
persona! knowledge of/’ said Mr Hilton, 
“occured when I was in the freight de­ 
partment of the i'rovidencc and Worces­ 
ter Railroad. As the tracks entered the 
depot bere, some few rode up the road, 
there waa ;a cornbin* >iu>n 
of 
switches, 
which, if 
covered by 
a standing train 
could not be arranged, po that a down 
train would, unless signaled to stop, in­ 
evitably rush directly on whatever stood 
in its way. One Bight the lrcight train, 
which always arrived in time to make its 
changes and get out 
ol the

Shore Line express before it arrived was 
late. 
“There were but tweniy-fivc minutes to 
make all arrangements and clear the track. 
This was no unusual occurrence, anti as 
the atgoal led light at the masthead was up 
and brightly burning, there was no appar­ 
ent danger, or

alight* acrvcasota. 
The delay* very

for* dj tho signal. I remember very dis­ 
tinctly, however, that on Ibis occasion I 
walked out to the very end of the depot 
platform, and that I suddenly heard in my 
ear these wolds, twice repeated, and with 
Impressive distinctness: 
“Hilton, the light will go out! 
Hilton, 
the light will go out !” 
“The sound was s 3 positive, and struck 
me with such strange power, that I in­ 
stantly looked at my watch, saw that the 
•Shore Line express was due in three min­ 
utes, grabbed the red lantern on the last 
car of the freight train, and ran up the 
track witn all the speed of which I was 
capable. Along I fairly dew, impelled by 
some strange intuition that there was dat- 
g*r, Bever questioning lor an instant as I 
ran why I was running or what I was to 
do. Arriving at the bret end of the curve, 
near the Coriias Engine Works, I stopped. 
and for an instant turned and looked back 
at the red light, it was burning,*but in a 
second it fluttered a little and suddenly 
went out: A world of emotions then seem - 
ed t<. iu.‘b through my mind, for theligbt 
of the on coming express already illumi­ 
nated the i ails. I swang my lantern round 
and round, shouted aud danced up.and 
down in m y terrible anxiety.

But at last the engine 
was stopped. 
Without indicating to him 
his previous danger.

When I got to 
the switch I found the switchman running 
round and round it almost mad with terror, 
tor he could not light the treacherous lan­ 
tern, and had anticipated a most horrible 
disaster.

Raising by One H onored s a t Thir­ 
ty Right V alue B oys-A n HUB*pie 
W orthy of Wide Im itation. 
Gilman B. Allen, Esq., for many years 
past in successful business in Boston, re- 
tjufia.-a lively interest in the place where 
hetpent his boyhood,a quarter of a cen­ 
tury or more ago—York county, Maine. 
One of the ways of manifesting this inter­ 
est is in stimulating the boys of the present 
day to observation, thought and expect* 
ment. Last spring he offered $2C9 in seve* 
prizes—one of f IOO, one ef $30, and life 
for $10 each—to the beys in the county 
under IT years of age, who should produce 
the most indian cero upon one-eighth of 
an acre. Each boy intending to compete 
was to send his name before May 1st, to 
the President of the County Agricultural 
Society, who bad charge of awarding the 
prizes. 
About 
two 
hundred 
boys 
rchoricd. A 
committee 
of 
one 
or 
more men were appointed in each town to 
measure every parcel of ground, and to be 
present at the harvesting, husking, and 
weighing of tho cro p , aud report at the 
Town House in Alfred, on October 25. 
Each boy wa9 required to fill out the 
blanks furnished, giving a fall account of 
the time of plowing, planting, kind of seed 
corn, and lull particulars as to manure, 
cultivation, etc. (These blanks will be 
bound in book form by Mr. Allan, and 
kept rn the archives of the County Agricul­ 
tural Society for reference and ase.) We 
have before us the report of Mr. John Hall, 
President of the Society, giving a fall ac­ 
count of the results obtained by 133 of the 
boys, some 75 of whom were present with 
their parents and many others, at the time 
of making the reports, 
We regret not to 
have been among the number to have seen 
the displays of the specimens of corn, and 
especially to have seen the bright-eyed, 
enterprising boys. We have space, for but 
anepitoveof some of the results. The 
ears were reckoned at TO lbs. for a shelled 
bushel of 56 lbe. 
The average yield of the.whole 133 trials 
was just about IOO bushels of shelled corn 
to the acre. The first prizj was awarded 
to Moses Milliken of Biddeford, for 160 
bushels per acre; 21 to David J. Morrill, of 
Cornish, 153 bushels. The next five prizes 
went to A. O. Bennett, of Waterboro, 145 
bushels; Cyrus Ii. 8mitb, of Dayton, 144 
bushels; Willie B. Moore, of Limerick, 142 
bushels; Charlie G. Austin, of Lebanon, 
141 bushels: and Arthur M. Deering, of 
Waterboro, 140 bushels. Six boys raised 
131 to 137 bushels per acre; 12 raised 120 
to 127 ibushele; 23 produced HO to 119 
bushels; 24 produced IOO to 109 bushels— 
making 72 boys who grew IOO bushels and 
upward; 22 others produced from 90 to 99 
bushels per acre; 29 obtained 75 to 89 
bushels, and only 15 fell below 75 bushels 
of shelled corn per acre. Doubtless, owing 
to a poor soil, lack of fertilizers, etc, many 
of the boys 
getting 
the lesser crops 
were entitled to 
high praise 
for 
their efforts. Indeed tee commend every 
boy who has the intelligence and spirit to 
enter the contest. 
This shows what can be done in produc- 
log corn in a county in Maine, lying be­ 
tween 43° and 44" oi north latitude. Not 
having the reports before us, we cannot 
judge as to the profit of such crops, the 
cost of manure, cultivation, etc., nor are 
we concerned as to this in the present case. 
The important result is the effect upon the 
boys themselves, and upon many other 
boys in the county and elsewhere. These 
boys were led to think, reason, observe. They 
will each examine into how and why th* 
and that one succeeded better or poorer 
than themselves. They will be better 
thinkers and workers hereafter. Mr. Allen’a 
thoughtful oiler will be worth to his na­ 
tive county, ia the far reaching future re* 
sulfs, more than tens oi thousands of dollars 
expended in some ways tbat might have 
been selected. 
We heartily wish there 
might be a Stillman Allen for every county 
in the whole country; and where there is 
not, we suggest that a like sum—if neces­ 
sary one of the $200 prizes often given to 
some fast “nag”—be appropriated by the 
Society to the benefit of some hundreds of 
youth.

One o! the most muscular, powerful- 
limbed settlers on tbe old New York Iron* 
tier a century since, was Kenreich Kaup- 
man. His arms were like piston rode, and 
be coaid drive bis huge mallet fist with 
such a tremendous momentum as to fell an 
ox as ii stricken by thunderbolt. It is said 
that he w&9 once caught by two iron mus­ 
cled Mohawks, each armed with knives, 
white Henreich had neither ; yet at the 
first onset he fractured the skull of the 
foremost Indian, and bore the second one 
to the earth as it he was nothing but an 
intent. That Indian never resumed the 
perpendicular &*aiQ.

Henreich concluded to harness up h ? mare 
to his sled and go n the Tillage, about four 
miles distant, end pre cure the articles he 
so much needed. With a ^.frnt-pf for 
sight which he could never explain,- he 
st arted on his journey without a weapon 
except a kcea-edg jd .hatchet, which was 
carried in case tbe sled should give out. 
In his house hung his trusty rifle, but 
neither he nor his wife seemed to imagine 
that there would be any call for it, and he 
drove cheerily away, bidding his wife a 
merry got I by as the mare went at a 
spanking gait down the road toward the 
village, 
The M er place—Which more properly 
might bs termed a settlement—was reach­ 
ed in good time, the grt aeries all bought, 
aud everything was in readtn 's to s art 
homeward.
